All are selected, 
well-rooted trees, protected from wind and sun as gathered 
and immediately puddled in clay. Shipments are made at 
once with stock carefully packed in sphagnum moss. 

With proper care a reasonable percentage is guaranteed 
to live. 

The usual spring shipping season begins April 10th* and 
extends through to June 10th. Fall shipping is from about 
August 20th to November 10th. We ship earlier or later if 
weather permits.
